This work, which is uniform in size and style with that issued by the Austrian Government in 1892, 
has been printed at the Imperial Press, Vienna, and forms a complete history of carpet-making from 
the earliest times to about 1800, when the really line Persian work ended. 

To carpet manufacturers this book, containing so many designs hitherto unfigured in any book, 
is of unique importance. Unlike the great Austrian book, which relied for its illustrations on 
carpets exhibited publicly, the carpets figured in the work under notice are mostly inaccessible. 

To the amateur and student the work, by reason of the author’s researches among Arabic, 
Persian, and other MSS., commends itself as a synthetic history of Oriental Art.

Very rare. This is one of the least imperfect of the few known 
copies of the book. The one in the British Museum is described as 
wanting four leaves. 

‘ This Golden Legend contains a very curious and mixed collection 
of illustrations. Some had belonged to W. de Worde and some to 
Caxton. There are besides five metal engravings in the ‘ maniere 
criblee obtained doubtless from abroad, and some curious initial letters 
which had apparently belonged to Andre Bocard. It would be exceed- 
ingly interesting could we trace the history of these criblee cuts 
and discover whence Notary obtained them. The designs were clearly 
taken from a set of compositions the work of a Lower Rhine engraver 
about 1450-60, known as the ‘ master of St. Erasmus,’ of which a 
complete set may be found in the British Museum.
